Good Morning, 

Trust you had a great weekend - 

The Heidi Group (THG) will comply with state standards but allow me to offer a bit of history on the Class D Pharmacy 
issue. 

While THG was completing the RFP, we discussed Class D Pharmacies with HHSC staff. We were told that each provider 
could file a waiver IF a relationship was established with a pharmacy (in close proximity to provider) to provide 
prescriptions, accept Medicaid rates, and bill the provider. The provider was to pay the bill and then submit for 
reimbursement. A Memo of Understanding was submitted with the original RFP for providers without a Class D 
Pharmacy. 

In October - the last time this issue was addressed - HHSC staff informed THG that an additional waiver (in 
development) was to be completed and would be provided prior to contract signing? 

The four Rio Grande Valley Clinics are part of Rio Grande Hospital with a full pharmacy providing services - not a Class D 
Pharmacy? 

THG is to understand that policy has changed?
